All Mcohoilr Liquors Banned 
The statement, Intended to dispose 
of reports that permits were being Is­ 
sued for home m anufacture of wine 
and beer. follows In part: 
"Nonintoxicating fruit juice can bi* 
made in thy home. 
Intoxicating wine, 
homebrew 
and distilled spirits may 
not he made. 
"Two hundred gallons of nonintoxi­ 
cating fruit juice may in* manufactured 
tax free by heads of family by regis­ 
tering with collector of internal rev­ 
enue. 
“This tax exemption provision has 
been the source of confusion. The ef- 
fect of this Is not to allow the m anu­ 
facture of 200 gallons of Intoxicating 
wine free from restrictions of the n a ­ 
tional prohibition act, but merely to 
allow the m anufacture of 200 gallons 
of nonintoxicating fruit juice free of 
tax.
